NEW ORLEANS (BP) —A 
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Tiller of Washington, D. C. 

Instead of the Crusade of 
the Americas, the General 
Council appgoved an Ameri- 
can Baptist Convention pro- 
gram of its own for 1969-71. 

It includes a new church 
curriculum called ‘Christian 
Faith and Work Plan,” work 
with Latin American Baptist 
conventions affiliated with the 
American Baptist Conyention, 
and evangelistic work in 
states and cities in the United 
States. 

Opposition to American 
Baptist Convention participa- 
tion in the Crusade of the 
Americas (a North and South 
American evangelistic 
crusade for 1969) was spear- 
headed by Jitsuo Morikawa, 
secretary of the ABC division 
of evangelism. 

Three major reasons for 
non - participation by the 
American Baptist Convention 
were* advanced by Morikawa 
in the discussion of the 
Crusade of the Americas. 

1. It is basically a Latin 
American effort in which 
American Baptist leadership 
did not participate in the 
planning. 
°2. It is overshadowed by the 
Southern Baptist Convention. 

3. It represents a type of 
evangelism that is prevalent 
among Pentecostal groups 
and in the South with which 
American Baptists should not 
be associated. 

Morikawa also charged that 
American Baptist Convention 
participants in the Crusade of 
the Americas would also 
mean association with a Bap- 
tist group that, he said, has 
refused to face up to its re- 
in the racial

oped without consultant with 
American Baptist leaders and 
that they knew little or noth- 
ing about it until three weeks 
before a Crusade meeting in 
Cali, Colombia in July of 1966.

An additional $13,620,262 has 
been given to designated 
Southern Baptist missions 
causes so far during 1966, an 
increase of $1.8 million over 
designated contributions for 
1965. 

A monthly financial report 
from the Southern Baptist 
Convention Executive Com- 
mittee set the total for SBC 
missions gifts—both undesig- 
nated and designated—at $38,- 
079,527, an increase of $3,137,- 
386 or 8.98 per cent over to- 
tal missions contributions for 
the same period in 1965. 

Biggest portion of the $38 
million has gone to the South- 
ern Baptist Foreign Mission 
Board to finance SBC foreign 
mission efforts in about 60 
countries. The board has re- 
ceived $23.5 million in desig- 
nated and undesignated con- 
tributions so far during 1066, 

The SBC Home Mission 
Board has received. an addi- 
tional $7.6 million during the 
first ten months. Twenty oth- 
er Southern Baptists agencies, 
institutions, and causes have 
received financial aupport 
from the Cooperative Pro-

In the light of this we have 
decided to write briefly concerning the convention and 
its method of work. ; 
What is the Mississippi Baptist Convention? It is a 
body made up of messengers “from the re Bap- 


tist churches in Mississippi in harmony and coopera- 
tion with the purposes actions of the Convention.” 
(Constitution) 


The purpose of the Convention is clearly stated in 
the Constitution. ‘The purpose of Convention is 
“to a state-wide op sane for the Baptists 
ior the promotion of Chris-

jects, such as Christian education, benevolent enter-

It ig obplous at the Convention could not operate 
the tutions from the floor of the’sessions during 
its annual three day meeting. It must, of necessity, 
operate them through trustees and boards. Indeed, 
the Cohvention must do practically all of its work in 
this manner. It establishes general policies and re 

opts 


-ciples,_sets up agencies and programs, and a 


budgets for financing the work, but chooses trustees, 
boards and committees to do its work throughout the 
year. ; 

The principal board of phe Convention is the ‘‘Con- 
vention Board.”’ The C Says (Plan of Or- 
ganization and Action, Article I, tion 1) ‘The 
general work of the Convention shall be committed 
to a Convention Board which, unless otherwise pro- 
vided for, shall have charge and supervision of all 
interests of the Convention, including missions, educa- 
tion, social service and benevolences, in the interval 
between annual meetings of the Convention”. 

“Section 2. The Convention Board shall be com- 

of one member from each cooperating Baptist 
district association in the state. The members shall 
be nominated by the respective association and elected 
by the Convention. . . .” 

It can be seen from this article-that the work of 
the Convention through the year is under the general 
direction of the Convention . The Constitution 
authorizes this Board to set up an Executive Commit- 
tee which ‘“‘shall have the power and authority to car- 
ry on the work.of the Convention as directed by the 
Convention Board.” (Plan of Organization, Article II, 
Section 1). 

The Constitution also clearly states that each in- 
stitution such as Colleges, Hospitals and hanages 
shall be “operated and controlled by a board of trus- 
tees of fifteen members” elected by the Convention. 

Other agencies such asthe Foundation, the Board 
of Ministerial Education, and the Historical Commis- 
sion, also have boards of control elected by the con- 
vention. 

Agencies such as the Baptist Record are under the 
direction of the Convention rd, but there also is a 
Baptist Record Advisory Committee, responsible di- 
rectly to the Convention itself. 

The constitution reserves to the Convention itself, 
the final decision concerning loans by the institutions,

However, any other controls, not actually stated 


in the constitution, are under the authority of the trus-, 


tees, and cannot be directly-acted upon by the conven- 
tion in its annual session. The Convention can and 
does set principles, but*it does not exercise direct con- 
trol of the actions. of the institutions with the constitu- 
tionally-stated exception listed above. 

At each session the Convention Board brings pro- 
posals concerning the budget for the coming year. This 
year’s proposal provides for an approximate 7% in- 
crease over that of the previous year. 

The Convention Board brings other recommenda- 
tions from time to time, of matters which it feels re- 
quire convention action. This also is true of the trus- 
tees of the institutions, which must bring requests 
concerning loans involving leins upon the property, 

- and may bring other matters, which, in the thinking 
of the trustees, should receive convention approval. 

It was such a request from trustees which brought 
about the appointment of the ‘Committee of 24,” to 
study the issue of church-state relationships. The con- 
vention may, when unusual problems arise, appoint 
such special committees to report to the next conven- 
tion. Decision on the committees report is to be made 
at this session. 

This, then, is the way the Mississippi Baptist Con- 
vention operates. Its annual sessions are meetings 
where reports and recommendations from agencies 
are received, and acted upon, and where programs 
are adopted, and general principles of action are set. 

The meetirigs also are periods of fellowship and 
inspiration, for time is given to preaching, messages on 
special subjects, worship periods, special music, etc. 

Almost every convention session is characterized 
by some special spiritual emphasis, or history mak- 
ing action or decision. Each year’s session is remem- 
bered for its own particular place in Mississippi Bap- 
tist life and history. 

One wonderful thing that almost always charac- 
terizes such conventions is that messengers come to- 
ether, discuss and debate issues, and then, under the 
eadership of the Lord, unite in decisions and actions, 
and return to the churches, ready to move forward to- 

ether in God’s program for another year. We expect 
S$ year’s convention to do just that.

decide whether we are to con- 
tinue to operate four institu- 
tions and maintain 
administrations. The Conven- 
tion will have to determine 
what its relationship to the 
growing number of depart- 
ments of religion on secular 
campuses will be. Responsible 
stewardship will demand that 
this Convention re-examine a 
loose policy which has al- 
lowed some of our institutions 
to increase their capital in- 
vestments while their future 
has hung in the balance. 


All of these problems, along 
with many others, will de- 
mand our prayerful concern 
and positive action. The prob- 
lem$ are so many, so com- 
plex, and.so disturbing that 
some Baptists are now ask- 
ing, ‘Do we as a denomina- 
tion really need institutions of 
higher learning?” The re- 
mainder of this address shall 
be an attempt to show that 
we do. 

In a recent book entitled, 
The Crisis of Western Educa- 
tien, written by a Harvard 
historian, Christopher Daw- 
son, this author reminds us 

+ that the heart of Western civil- 
ization is its Christian culture; 
that the Western heart is not 
beating at the center of things 
where it belongs, but is flut- 
tering on the fringes; that 
Western civilization is sick 
with a bad case of secularism. 
One of the most serious symp- 
toms, which may well finish 
off the patient in the end, is 
the loss of moral order. 

The Western world, says 
Dawson, has become so deep. 
ly secularized that it no longer 
recognizes any common sys- 
tem of spiritual values, while 
its philosophers have tended 
to isolate the moral concept 
from its cultural context, and 
have attempted to create an

These figures are typ- 
ical of the trend in the content 
of American textbooks. As a 
consequence, pupils began to 
study the universe and the 
world we live in with no -ref- 
erence to the Creator; they 
studied the history of prime 
ministers and potentates with 
no mention of the King of 
kings. 
Secular Philosophy 

The second line of develop- 
ment to propagate secularized 
education was training teach- 
ers in the philosophy that 
spiritual values were to be 
ignored in the classrooms. As 
the atheistic philosophy of the 
new Paganism came to domi- 
nate the thinking of professors 
of education, Biblical faith 
was sneered at as gupersti- 
tion, and human intellect un- 
der the control of science was 
enthroned. 


Secular Education Falls 

We must frankly admit that 
we cannot depend upon the 
academic atmosphere of our 
secular institutions to promote 
the moral climate that is es- 
sential to the salvation of 
Western civilization. After 
eighteen centuries Christian 
scholars can finally hurl back 
the charges which Celsus, the 
aggressive Roman antagonist 
of Christianity, flung at sec- 
ond century Christians; be- 
cause education divorced 
from Christianity has 
produced a philosophy which 
is intelligently feprehensible, 
socially despicable, morally 
debased, politically sub-

Interreligious Committee 


Against Poverty in its semi- 


annual meeting here sent 
President Johnson 4 telegram 
urging immediate action in 
the War on Poverty for 1967. 

The Interreligious Commit- 
tee, organized last January, 
is made up of Protestant, 


Roman Catholic. and Jewish; 


agencies. 25 5 

Southern Baptists 
participate. Some other Bap- 
tist groups work with the com- 
mittee through the Nationa! 
Council of Churches. 

The occasion of the tele- 
gram to the president is the 
congressional bog-down in re- 
newing and funding the Eco- 
nomic Opportunity Act for fis- 
cal 1967, 

At a press conference fo}- 
lowing the meeting, the Inter- 
religious Committee empha- 
sized that the churches myst 
provide the impetus and fer- 
vor needed to fight the War 
on Poverty. 

Rabbi Richard G. Hirsch, 
director of the Hebrew Reli- 
gious Action Center in Wash- 
ington, said, ‘Popular accept- 
ance of the War on Poverty 
is needed to stimulate interest 
back home. . . .We must get 
our people to come into con- 
tact with the reality of hu- 
man existence.” 

A member of the press 
asked why the churchmen 
were looking increasingly to 
the government to carry out 
social welfare programs. 

Rabbi Seymour Cohen of 
Chicago, a co-chairman of the 
Interreligious Committee re- 
plied, ‘“‘We have reached the 
Stage in human development 
where there must be a har- 
nessing of all forces, or we 
won't get the job done.” 

Cohen expressed his con- 
cern that the churches pro- 
vide the moral impetus to 
prod government legislation.
